"Messrs. Thuner, Gast and Kratz and His Honor, the Mayor, are again con- 
ferring. They are now of the opinion that action on the refusal to submit the 
“merit system amendment had better be delayed. Thecrash of public opinion 
startled them yesterday at the work of strangling the amendment. , 

Briefly, this is the situation. Mayor Ziegenhein and his administration offi- 
cers are anxious to have the people authorize street and sewer improvements and 
reconstruction to cost $20,000,000. It has been decided that these two amend- 
ments to the city charter shall be submitted to the people’s vote. 

The citizens have asked to have a third amendment submitted to a vote of the 
people. This amendment provides that the inspectors who shall examine the ma- 
terials put into this_public work, the superintendents who shall supervise the con- 
tractors in these public works, contemplating the outlay of $20,000,000, shall be ex- 
amined and voted competent and honest by a non-partisan commission of three 
eminent citizens, appointed by the Mayor. 

The legislative committee of the Council, Messrs. Thuner, Kratz and Gast, act- 
ing with Mayor Zicgenhein, resolved to deny the people the right to vote on this 
proposition. ! 

They do not want such acommission. They insist that the appointive power 
shall remain directly and solely in the hands of Mayor Ziegenhein, Julius Wurz- 
burger, Chris Shawacker and the other powers of the Street Department, as at 
present constituted. 

The greatest non-partisan body of citizens and taxpayers that ever went to the 
City Hall with a single purpose appeared before the legislative committee to de- 
mand that the people be given an opportunity to vote on the proposition to have 
such a commission. They represented nearly 56,000 voters. 

Some represented the 30,000 men in the labor organizations. For years they 


have seen their fellow-workmen, honest and especially fitted by their trades for 

- certain places in the pe government, excluded from them to give place to incom- 
etent and dishonest fellows who had political pulls. They demand a change be- 

oy they will vote for the expenditure of $20,000,000 above the annual revenues of 
e city. ' 

Not a Single citizen or taxpayer appeared to oppose this plan, and yet it was 
agreed in a little conspiracy of officeholders and politicians to ignore the demand 
and refuse to let the people vote on the amendment to the charter. 

The result of this scheme, if carried out, will so shake public confidence that.all 
the amendments will be defeated and the people will not rest until by grand jury, 
and citizens’ investigation committees it is made plain what is behind it all.

GEN. MARROQUIN AND FIVE FOL- 
LOWERS KILLED AND GIS 
FORCES PUT TO FLIGHT. 


HAD ATTACKED THE PALACE. 


The People Clamor for Mendizabal for 
President and the Crisis Over 
Wo Barrios’ Successor Is 
Acute. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Feb. 11—A 
special from San Jose de Guatemala says 
civil strife and bloodshed have followed the 
killing of Barrios. Before the body of the 
late ruler had found sepulchre the factions 
were flying at each other’s throats, and as 
a result- Gen. Marroquin, the chief sup- 
porter of Prospero Morales, one of the as- 
pirante to the presidency, is dead and his 
forces are seeking safety in filght. 

It was last night that Gen. Marroquin 
attempted to seize the reins of govern- 
ment in favor of Morales. He made an at- 
tack in force on the Palace Barracks. The 
assault was vigorously resisted, and in the 
fighting Gen. Marroquin and five others 
were killed. Seeing that their efforts would 
not prove successful the attacking forces, 
consisting of 2000 men, headed by Gen. 
Majera and Col. Arrevalo, fled from the 
city. 

To-day Gen. Toledo, who has been ap- 
pointed Minister of War by Manuel Es- 
trada Gabrera, the President pro-tempore 
of the Republic, ordered the artillery in pur- 
suit of the fleeing revolutionists. 

The populace and soldiers are now de- 
manding thgt Gen. Mendizabal be pro- 
claimed President. The situation is be- 
coming more complicated and the crisis is 
acute. 


HOW BARRIOS WAS KILLED. 


Caused by a Double Motive of Revenge 
and Cupidity. 


PANAMA, Feb. 11.—Further facts have 
been received here regarding the assassina- 
tion Tuesday night of President Barrios of 
Guatemala. The President was walking 
with five guards. The party was met by 
Oscar Zollinger. a British subject. He 
stepped aside, but immediately crowded in 
and shot Barrios twice, once in the mouth 
and once in the stomach. The President died 
immediately and the assassin was shot to 


death-by the guards, 

Zollinger had been an employe of Don Juan 
Aparicio, who was killed while in prison last 
September during the revolutionary out- 


j break. ‘There was a reward of $100,000 for the 


death of Barrios.

Laughlin, his face white and contorted, 
was holding to a wire with his right hand.

When his companion screamed Purcell 
looked down.

Immediately after, Foreign Min- 
ister Gullon received a cable dispatch from 
Minister de Lome admitting that he had 
written the objectionable letter to Senor 
Canalejas and tendering his resignation and 
the Council of Ministers assembled and de- 
cided to accept his resignation. The Queen 
Regent approved the Cabinet's action.

Causes a Panic. 


MRS. SOBOCKI IS A HEROINE. 


SHE GIVES THE ALARM AND WO.- 


MEN AND CHILDREN FLEE 
TO SAFETY. 


HENRY SMITH’S BRAVE DEED. 


He Carried a Sick Woman, Nearly Suf- 
focated With Smoke, to a Place 
of Safety and Lost 
Some Hair. 


‘A dozen families filed in wild consterna- 
tion from a fire in the three-story tenement 
building at1027 North Tenth street Wednes- 
day afternoon. Many women and children 
narrowly escaped with their lives. 

The blaze started on the second floor and 
was caused by a defective flue. Mrs. Mary 
Sobocki gave the alarm. She discovered 
smoke in .her front room and at first 
thought it was from the kitchen stove. 

The woman made an heroic effort to no- 
tify her neighbors. As she ran out and 
mounted the stairway a black cloud blinded 
her. Forty people live on the third floor. 
Almost exhausted Mrs. Sobocki turned and 
descended to the yard shrieking ‘‘fire!”’ at 
the top of her voice, 

Frantic women with babes on their arms 
rushed madly into the street. Henry Smith 
of 1429 Biair avenue rang the fire alarm. 
The engines were soon on the scene. 

- A ladder Was hoisted to a third-story win- 
dow. The firemen climbed up rapidly and 
entered the house. They quickly emerged 
with three tiny infants. The mother saw 
them, She clapped her hands for joy. Three 
hundred people cheered the gallant fire lad- 
dies as they slowly stepped down with their 
precious burden, 

On the second story Henry Smith rescued 
an old woman, She was lytng flat on her 
back and was nearly suffocated. Within a 
few feet of her the timber was crackling. 

The old lady was taken to the office. of Dr. 


The fire was extinguished in a short time. 
The damage is estimated at about $50.

Judge Georgé B. Maéfarlane of the Su- 
preme Court of Missouri had not rallied 
Friday morning from the shock of the 
surgical operation performed upon him at 
St. Luke’s Hospital Thursday night, and 
grave apprehensions were expressed by his 
friends oversthe termination of the case. 

The operation was decided upon late in 
the afternoon, - Dr. Mudd said the condi- 
tion of his patient demanded it as a last 
hope.

evening, the Judge being in the operating 
room less than-one hour. The existence cf 
appendicitis was fully shown, complicated

The Judge remiained semi-conscious dur- 
ing the night, under the influence of opi- 


ates, Friday morning his mind was clear 
for a time and he recognized Judge Bar- 
clay when he called. Soon thereafter a 
collapse was observable, and at noon the 
family and friends were beginning to fear 
the patient would not rally. The doctor 
says there is yet hope, and that during the 
afternoon there may be an improvement. 
Judge Macfarlane’s age and delicate 
frame are somewhat against him. He was 
born in 1837 in Callaway County, Mo., with- 
in sight of. the State Capitol. He attended 


Richland Academy and Westminster Col- 
lege at Fulton, taught school and worked 
on his father’s farm. In 1865 he began the 
ractice of law at Mexico, and was made 
Probate Judge of Adrian County in 1871, 
serving four years. 

When the constitutional amendment was 
adopted, in 1890, enlarging thé Supreme 
bench from five to seven judges, Gov. 
Francis appoin George B. acfarlane of 
Mexico and John L. Thomas of Hillsboro 
as the additional judges to serve until the 
next general election. In 1892 Judge Mac- 
farlane was nominated and elected for a 
term of 10 years, s0 that he has yet five 
years to serve. The law provides that each 
division of the court and the court In bane 
may elect its own chief justice, but the 
old custom and the old law have prevailed 
of choosing the oldest judge in commission 
for chief justice. By this custom Judge 
Macfarlane is now chief justice of Division 
No. 2. Before his appointment to the Su- 
preme bench he was for many years a 
member of the famous law firm of Mac- 
farlane & Timble, at Mexico, and achieved 
distinction as the attorney for Missouri of 
the Chicago & Alton railroad.

Judge Bartley, “‘one of the ablest of our 
Supreme .Judgés, Personally; he is one of 
the simplest hearted and kindliest gentle- 
men I ever knew.”’

The clanging yard bell of the city Poor- 
house awakened Mrs. Catherine Menges 
Friday morning from her first night’s ex- 
' perience beneath the roof of a public insti- 
tution designed for the care of paupers. 

Through the long hours which had inter- 
vened since Thursday evening, when her 
sons had railroaded her from their pro- 
tection to that of the almshouse, down to 
the dark and rainy hour when she opened 
her eyes upon the dreariest, most hopeless 
and terrible life that ever comes to human- 
ity she had slept but little. 

In the dimness of the grayish dawn the 
gentle old lady failed at first to make 
out where she was. But ere long the 
strangest and most unearthly sounds 
reached her. She heard the noisy awaken- 
ing of the lunatics. From the distance there 
came the wild cries of maniacs, the shrieks 
of insane women, echoing away like the 
cries of a panther in the woods. She pulled 
the thin covering over her face and figure 
and trembled with alarm and horror, 

Slowly she became conscious of her posi- 
tion. Lying upon an iron cot, surrounded 
by women of all shades and conditions, ex- 
hausted, weary and worn, the poor old wo- 
man could not help thinking a little. 

It had been ages since the previous af- 
ternoon, when she had toiled slowly and 
painfully into the poorhouse wagon. There 
bad been a rapid drive away to the west- 
ward, with such jolting and Shaking, such 
Gisregard of stones and stumps as she had 
mever known before. She could just re- 
member that the wagon drove into a yard 
at last; that the passengers were rudely 
dumped on the steps of a big building; that 
they were hustled inside, assigned to wards 
and sank forever out of sight, the last sign 
of existence being the entry of their names 
on the book reserved for the identification 
of inmates.

‘There is nothing out of the ordinary con- 
nected with my life,’’ she said. ‘‘I was born 
of good parents, well educated, married 
when I was about 18 years old, lived hap- 
pily with my husband and tried to rear my 
children to be useful members of society. 
That is all there is to tell.”’ 

Dr. Starkloff questioned Mrs, Menges and 
her son, William, closely, especialiy Wil- 
liam, form-the doctor could not conceal his 
contempt for a man who would send his 
mother to the Poorhouse. 

“This is the most inhuman case that has 
ever come under my observation,’ said 
the doctor. ‘“‘There ought to be a law to 
make children support their parents, but I 
don’t suppose any iawmaker ever con- 
ceived that any child would treat a parent 
this way. The law punishes a man for not 
supporting his wife and it should do the 
same in the case of non-support of parents.”’ 

Dr. Starkloff told Mrs. Menges that he 
would send her to the Poorhouse. That 
seemed all that son William wanted to hear 
and he left the building at once. 

A few minutes later the old lady was 
helped by an attendant into an ambulance 
and sha started on her journey over the 
hills to the Poorhouse.

G. W. Menges Talks Like One of Zola’s 
Characters. 


G. W. Menges fears that he will lose his 
position with the Big Four Railroad as a 
result of the publicity given his venerable 
mother’s entrance to the city’s Poorhouse. 
He says that he would not have had such 


notoriety for all that he possesses {n the 
world—including his handsome brick resi- 
dence at 4341 Page avenue. 

George W. Menges is small, thin, of sal- 
low complexion and weighs about 120 
pounds.

cloth, was waiting to see him. She held 
in her hand a 6 o’clock edition of Thurs- 
day’s Post-Dispatch, and directing Mr, 
Kaufman's attention to the article in regard ' 
to Mrs. Benedict Menges, said: 

“Tam Mrs. W. J. Luthmer and I live at 
1801 Olive street. I came Here to ask you 
if I would be permitted to go out to the 
Poorhouse and take Mrs. Menges to my 
homa. 

“J never heard of her until I read my 
Post-Dispatch last night, and I think the 
treatment of this poor woman by her chil- 
dren jis the greatest outrage ever perpe- 
trated in St. Louis or any other Christian 
community.” 

“Mrs. Menges is not a city prisoner,” said 
Secretary Kaufman, ‘‘and she can walk out 
of the Poorhouse any time she sees fit. We 
have no right to detain her, but when she 
has been placed either of her own accord or 
by family and friends in the city’s charge 
we are bound to see that she is taken care 
of and protected. If you can show that you 
are able to take care of this friendless 
woman I am sure the city wi.l thank you 
for your kindness.”’ 

Mrs. Luthmer told Mr. Kaufman that her 
husband was a piano tuner and earned fair 
wages. 

‘‘We have no children,’’ said she, ‘and we 
are what might be termed poor; but we 
have nice rooms, eat three square meals a 
day, and owe nobody anything. There is a 
spare room with a good bed and coal fire 
that Mrs. Menges can have if she will ac- 
cept it as long as she wants.’”’ 

“If that is so,’’| sa'td Mr. Kaufman, “?

Two days 
later I will leave with the St. Louis team 
for West Baden Springs, Indiana. We Will 
train there for only a couple of weeks. 
March 28 we wil! be at home again, and if 
the weather is fair we will play a game on 
that day with the Minneapolis team.

Widow Armstrong Meant to 
End Her Life. 


FIRED TWICE AT HER HEAD. 


SUFFERED PAIN FOR TWO DAYS 
AND A NIGHT BEFORE SHE — 
WAS DISCOVERED. 


HER SWEETHEART FOUND HER. 


She Had Spent All of the Insurance 
Money Left by Her Husband 
and Could Not Face 
Privation. 


Rather than endure poverty and priva- 
tion Mrs. Mary Armstrong, a lonely widow, 
attempted to end her life with bullets. 

She placed a revolver against the side of 
her head and pressed the trigger. The bal? 
flattened against the skull and did but 
little damage. Realizing that she had not 


inflicted a mortal wound, she again placed 
the revolver to her forehead, and with her 
left hand pressed her head against the re- 
volver’s muzzle. The bullet plowed through 
the scalp a couple of inches, was deflected 
by the skull and imbedded in her hand. 

he pain was so intense that it overcame 
her desire to die. The attempt at suicide was 
made Wednesday morning, and it was not 
discovered until 4 o’clock Thursday after- 
noon, when James Coff called to see Widow 
Armstrong. 

He at once had her sent to the City Hos- 
pital, where her wounds were dressed for 
the first time, two days and a night after 
they were inflicted. Mrs. Armstrong is 
weak from loss of blood, but Dr. Sutter 
says the wounds are not dangerous, and 
she will recover in a few days. 

Mrs. Armstrong is 45 years old and for 
more thar four years has lived alone in 
two rooms on the second floor of the little 
house at 4131 Pleasant avenue. She is a 
big, fleshy woman, with a large, good 
natured face. She looks as if she could 
bear trouble patiently and never give way 
to despondency. : 

Her story is best told in her own lan- 
guage. 

‘TIT decided to die,’’ she said, ‘‘because I 
could see nothing to live for. I am sorry 
that I did not make a good job of it and 
that I had to bear all this needless pain. 
I could see nothing but a Jife of lonely pov- 
erty ahead of me. Why should I not kill 
myself? 

‘‘Many years ago my only boy died and 
four years ago my husband died, Arm- 
strong was a blacksmith, steady and good. 
He left me our little five-room home and 
$1000 life insurance. This was not a great 
deal and I knew it would soon be exhausted 
if I did not do something myself. I decided 
to rent the lower floor and live in the two 
rooms upstairs. I also took in such sewing 
as I could get. I never made as much as 
it cost me to live, and the $1000 that my 
husband left steadily diminished. 

“I always had trouble about collecting 
my rent, and more than half the time I 
was beat out of it. Lately sewing became 
scarce and Tuesday night, when I went 
to bed, I had just $8. The people who lived 
downstairs had moved out only a few days 
before, and ow me three months’ rent. 
The house needed repairs and the taxes had 
not been paid. 

“T lay awake for hours thinking what I 
had best do. I could not see how to make 
both ends meet, and I decided to end It all. 
I was not excited and did not act hurriedly. 
After I had fully determined to kill myseif 
I got up and looked at the time. 

‘It was 2 o’clock Wednesday morning. I 
went to my dresser and lighted the lamp. I 
ot out a pistol that used to belong to m 
usband. Secins it was loaded, I went bac 
to bed and crawling in pulled the covers 

around me. 

“T raised the hammer and, placing the 
muzzle against the siae of my head, I 

ulled the trigger. There was an explosion, 
oliowed by a kind of a stinging sensation. 
I could tell that I had not done what I de- 
sired. so I prepared for another attempt. 

“T eat up in bed and ~ the muzzle close 
up against my forehead. I pulled the trig-

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‘BOARD OF PUBLIC IMPROVE- 
MENTS MAKE A CONCESSION 
TO THE COUNCIL. 


NEW ORDINANCES DRAFTED. 


They Are Vastly Different in Some Re- 
spects, but Have Strings 
to Them. 


She Board of Public Improvements teok 
a new departure on the city lighting con- 
tract Friday, Chairman Holman and his 
colleagues, Messrs. McMath and Colby, re- 
luctantly made a concession to the Muni- 
cipal Assembly. But they did so with a 
long string tied to each of their proposi- 


tions. 

The board has sent in four ordinances to 
the City Council providing for the new pub- 
lic lighting contract, which begins Jan. ], 
1900, and all of them have been rejected. 

_ The objection assigned by the Council is 
based on the clause which has been ‘in each 


ordinance that ‘‘the city shall be lighted by 
electricity for 15 years.’’ Councilmen insist 
on a shorter term and declare that the city 
should not be committed to any fixed light- 
ing method for so long a term, in view of 
the fact that improvements are being made 
ever ‘ear that cheapen the cost of arti- 
ficial light. | 
‘ The ‘Gis Counselor has also advised the 
Board of Public Improvements that it can 
not frame an ordinance asking for alterna- 
tive bids for public work, 

Mr. Holman, who drew the ordinances, 
after several conferences with the City 
Counselor, determined to make different 
prepositions and for optional terms, 

The committee which prepared the ordi- 
nanees made a preliminary report in which 
they say: ¢ 

“Your committee presents three drafts of 
ordinances to provide for the lighting of the 
city after Jan, 1, 1900. The ordinances clearly 
present the issues between gas lighting and 
electric lighting, for a term of five years for 
gas and electric lighting for 15 years. 

“The estimated cost is the same in each 
case and is calculated for the year 1900. 

“The board in the preparation of the forms 
of contracts and specifications, must decide 
upon the minimum lighting the city requires, 
and under any lighting ordinance adopted 
by the city, in case the, proposals exceed 
this amount all proposals must be rejected. 

“While the committee are of the opinion 
that sound business policy indicates a com- 
petition between different methods of light- 
ing, the limitations of the organic law of 
the city does not permit this course. As the 
proposed charter amendments may remove 
this restriction your committee recommend 
that in the meantime the board forward the 
ordinances herewith, with the idea of test- 
ing the possibilities of a short term con- 
tracr, should the Municipal Assembly prefer 
that course.”’ 

There are three ordinances, one for 16 
ears by electricity and dfviding the city 
nto two districts. 

The second ordinance divides the city into 
two districts and provides for electricity 
for five years. 4 

The third ordinance divides the city into 


‘six districts and provides for gas lighting 
‘for five years. 


The cost for al] the items of public light- 
i: « is estimated for the year 1900 at $400,000. 
‘ine board has contended all along that a 
long term contract would be cheaper, but 


*'n the ordinances sent in to-day they make 


no diff*rence between the l5-year and the 
five-year term. 

The language of the three ordinances, 
aside trom the material to be used and 
the division of the city into six districts, 
as provided in the gas ordinance, is virtu- 
ally identical. 

‘There is a radical difference in the lan- 
puase of these ordinances and that used in 
ike measures hitherto. 

The first ordinance reads thus: 

Section 1. Tne Board of Public Improvements 

‘ ts hereby authorized and directed to cause rhe 
streets, alleys, parks and public places of/ the 
city of St. Louis north # the center line of 

Keokuk street and said center line produced to 

the western city limits to be light with elec- 

iricity for a term of 15 years from Jan. 1, 1900, 

to Dec. 31, 1914, inclusive.
